In the careless years of the recent 
oast, this peaceful penetration rous¬ 
ed, only the occasional regretful re¬ 
mark. There were still jobs in suffic¬ 
ient numbers for all, and who, af¬ 
ter all was more welcome than the 
Britisher. 

But in the unhappy days now come 
upon us, when positions are at a 
premium, it seems only right and 
reasonable that no individual of any 
nationality should arrive in Canada 
to complicate the labor problem. 
Those already here certainly cannot 
be displaced, in favor of the native 
Canadian, and yet in cold justice who 
should have the preference—the man 
whose ancestors have for generations 
helped in the spade work that has 
advanced Canada from primitive 
wilderness to its present advanced 
position, or the man who has arrived 
from the old land within the past 
few years? 

Un-ease there should be resentment 
on the part of Britain, this fact must 
be borne in mind—that there is no 
reciprocity of labor between Britain 
and Canada. Practically no Cana¬ 
dians go to Britain to complicate the 
British employment situation. The 
only Canadians who do go are usual- 
knighthood. So in

A WORD FOR WEST 


The Toronto Star shows some ap¬ 
preciation of the relative situation 
between Eastern Canada and the 
West, by saying: 

The country "between the lakes 
and the mountains” has played its 
part in the Yiational purpose of build¬ 
ing up industries by paying higher 
prices for manufactured things. But 
the western plains have not shared, 
as have Ontario and Quebec, in the 
compensating returns. They have 
grown grain. They have, for the na¬ 
tional good, been paying an artific-' 
ially increased price for many of the 
things they buy, but they have re¬ 
ceived no artificially increased price 
for anything they sell.

He had 
not sufficient savings with which to 
tide him over two bad harvests in 
succession. Some of them have 
scarcely clothes for the backs of 
their families. And they must pay 
entirely too much for those clothes. 

It seems difficult for those in pow¬ 
er to grasp the fact that since they 
cannot increase the price of what the 
West must sell, therefore they must 
try to lower the price of what the 
West must buy.

REGULATE RADIOS 


One of the matters to come up be¬ 
fore the federal government is radio 
broadcasting in Canada. It is ex¬ 
pected that the Bennett government 
will introduce the bill. 

. The owners of private broadcasting 
stations are “viewing with alarm” 
because the Aird Radio Commission 
recently recommended that the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada take over the 
entire broadcasting business and op¬ 
erate it as is done in England. 

In this connection no change that 
will materially raise the license fee 
to a radio owner will meet with much 
popularity . But some adjustments 
and changes are necessary. . „ 

Canada sees before it, the example 
of American broadcasting—very cha¬ 
otic and flooded with advertising. 

There’s a similar dangerous ten¬ 
dency in Canada and while everyone 
is demanding some regulations of 
broadcasting, yet too drastic chang¬ 
es would not be popularT 

It has been suggested that adver¬ 
tising propadanda might be confined 
to one tenth of the time of the broad¬ 
cast. Another suggestion for varie¬ 
ty’s sake, is that there should be bet¬ 
ter assignment of hours for various 
classes of broadcast. While one sta¬ 
tion is jazzing, another could be 
broadcasting grand opera, lectures 
or other forms of entertainment. And 
all stations should not be permitted, 
to put on the same class of entertain 
ment at the same hour.

ASK THE GIRL WHO WEARS ONE 


A good deal of confusion exislsTT' 
the public mind in Canada as to the 
right use*of "Honorable” or “Right 
Honorable" in references to public 
men. 

The word “Honorable” is applied 
to men who are made members of the 
privy council of Canada. This honor 
applies to members of the Canadian 
cabinet, and also to such others as 
are designated. 

The terms arising from member¬ 
ship in both the imperial privy coun¬ 
cil and the Canadian privy council 
may be held for life, but a member 
of the senate, or a member of a pro- 
fincial cabinet, on retiring from of¬ 
fice is no longer entitled to the “Hon¬ 
orable.’’ 

A man who has rendered valuable 
service for 3 number of years as 
premier of a province may not be en¬ 
titled to be called “Honorable” in lat¬ 
er years, but popular gratitude in¬ 
clines to more generous treatment in 
public references. Custom, if not 
legal authority, has worked out that 
way, at least for premiers, though 
the point has been carried too far, 
perhaps, in applying the term to all 
ex-ministers, or ex-speakers of legis¬ 
latures, no matter what the merit or 
duration of their service.—Toronto 
Globe.

OBJECT TO EIGHT HOUR DAY 


Representatives of the active inde¬ 
pendent oil operators of Turner Val¬ 
ley will visit Edmonton this week to 
seek an audience with government of 
ficials. 

It is understood from policies sug¬ 
gested at an informal gathering last 
Monday, that one request made, will 
be an elimination of the eight-hour 
day clause in the Factories Act. The

wheat more efficiently today than 
ever we did. We are growing just as 
good a sample, as evidenced by the 
large quantity of Number 1 Hard 
shipped from the 1930 harvest. The 
trouble seems to be that the rest ol 
the world doesn’t need it or cannot 
buy it, and, as a result, the industrial 
fabric of this Domiinon which rest 
to such a great extent upon the 
wheat production of the prairies is 
suffering along with us, and there 
follows a tendency to shoulder the 
blame on the wheat grower. 

We know that wheat opened the 
prairies of Western Canada to com¬ 
merce; wheat produced more wealth 
in Western Canada than all other 
products combined; wheat, in reality, 
built the West; out here wheat is 
gold. No other cash crop in the past 
25 years was available to open up 
the West and bring about its settle¬ 
ment which could have taken the 
place of wheat. It was possible to 
break a quarter section of land one 
year and get a crop of wheat, worth 
probably $5,000 to $10,000 off it the 
next. That wheat was exported, and 
in return it brought new wealth to 
Canada to help in building up this 
country. The wheat produced built 
factories and financial organizations 
in the East. It helped very greatly 
in placing Canada as high, as fifth in 
all the world in total trade a couple 
of years ago, with practically the 
highest per capita trade in the world. 
Why, then, when the whole world is 
depressed, should there be such a 
tendency to blame wheat for Can¬ 
ada’s failure to resist the general 
slump? 

The Herald has said before, and it 
repeats, that the farmers of Western 
Canada, without cutting down one 
bushel in average wheat- prdouction,

U.F.A. in Convention Passes Resolu¬ 
tions re 100 Per Cent. Pool, Stabil¬ 
ized Wheat Prices 


In a year when taxes are In ar¬ 
rears and many school districts are 
in financially bad case, it is notewor¬ 
thy that reports from south-eastern 
Alberta appear to be most encourag¬ 
ing. This is the district of Alberta 
that suffered in reputation in the 
drought years of 1918-1922 and was 
Lethbridge Herald in scanning the 
considered unfit for habitation. The 
financial reports of a number of the 
school districts of that dry belt, finds 
that they have withstood the prevail¬ 
ing economic shocks admirably. One 
district reports a cash balance of 
nearly $5000 and a balance of assets 
over liabilities of $25,000. Another 
smaller district has cash in hand to 
the amount of $3000.00 with liabili¬ 
ties nil. Still another has assets of 
$5000 and no liabilities. 

The way the people of these dis 
tricts have come back and have re¬ 
stored themselves to a thrifty pros¬ 
perous state, is indicated in the re¬ 
ports of these school districts. It 
is also an indication of Alberta’s re¬ 
markable ability to come back, 
against years of buffeting. 

It may be taken as encouragement 
for .the entire country. 


At the U.F.A. convention, the fol¬ 
lowing resolution on 100 per cent. 
Pool passed almost unanimously. 

“Whereas the present depression 
of wheat prices is working an undue 
hardship on wheat producers insofar 
as unnecessary handling charges and 
speculation in grain are concerned. 

“Therefore he it resolved that the 
U.F.A. go on record as favoring a 
100 per cent. Pool on the Saskatche¬ 
wan Pool.” 

Wm. Irvine, M.P., Wetaskiwin, 
spoke strongly in favor of Alberto 
following Saskatchewan’s lead. He 
said there was nothing more compul¬ 
sory in the idea of a 100 per cent, 
pool than the general routine of life. 
A. Luman of Ft. Saskatchewan, point 
ed out that compulsion by legislation 
was not co-operation. He warned 
rhat the introduction of the 100 per 
cent. Pool would spell the end of the 
' 0 -operative movement in wheat sel¬ 
ling. J. Strange of Claresholm, stat¬ 
ed that the Alberta Pool lmd 43,000 
contracts reprseenting 46 per cent, 
of the -wheat, 60 per cent, of the 
acreage and 50 per cent, of the far¬ 
mers. 

Another resolution passed unani¬ 
mously: 

“Resolved that during the present 
crisis, it would be advisable for the 
Dominion - Government to stabilize 
he price of wheat at 70c per bushel.

Hon. George Hoadley assured U.F. 
W.A. delegates at convention, that 
orovince-wide hospitalization was an 
ideal to which every mother was en¬ 
titled. An estimated tax of $12 had- 
been worked out by the government 
which would cover the support not 
only of a hospital, hut a doctor, well 
iualified in obsletrics. 

Said Premier Brownl»e to U.F.W. 
A.: “Some say we cannot keep the 
schools open because we cannot af¬ 
ford it. They say the same thing 
with regard to hospitals. What, 
therefore, is going to lie the stand- 
ird we will set? Personally I think 
it is false economy to close schools 
and hospitals ar.d other essentials to 
proper living.”
